“Cortelyou’s plan for depositing gov- 
ernment funds when and where needed 

will enable him to apply relief wher- 

ever it will do the most good to the 
commercial and manufacturing busi- 
mess, with less reference to the specu- 
lative situation. While the situation 
is one requiring cool, deliperate ac-

The banks have resources to 
Supply this credit, and, and while it 
may be necessary for them to curtail) 
new operations and discourage expan- 
sion among customers, they should 
have no difficulty in taking care of 
the current business. There is abso- 
lutely no doubt that the banks are able 
to take care of things this fall. We 
Have raised between five and six bil- 
Hion dollars’ worth of grain, cotton, 
@attle and hogs and other farm pro- 
Guce. besides coal and metals and 
Other wealth, but this is not a situa- 
tion to get frightened about or m«ke 
necessary a call on everybody sudden- 
ly to pay their debts. It should rather 
encourage the banks about taking cure 
of their customers and tn making loans 
conservatively wherever there is a 
proper basis for credits. 

“Our country’s elements for recuper- 
ation in this vast production of wealth 
never was so great and so available.

Reforestation is a branch of Gif- 
ord Pinchot’s energetic work. The 

penditures of the forest service in 
1906. fiscal year, were about $2,000,000 
(money well invested.} and this fiscal 
year the amount available will be 
about $3,000,000. 

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

Giffora Pinchot was born in Con- 
necticut, August 11, 1865, the son of 
James W. and Mary J. (Eno) Pinchot 
of New York City. On his father’s 
side he {s of Huguenot ancestry. His 
mother’s ancestors came over from 
a with the Dorchester colony, Tn 


1632 

He graduated at Yale in 1889, took 
high honors in the. university; went 
abroad for forestry study and work 
soon after graduation; worked in the 
French Alps and the Vosges, and in 
the city forest of Zurich, and was 
taken by Sir Dietrich Brandis, first in- 
spector-general of forests in British 
India, through the forests of Germany 
and Switzerland. 

Returning to the. United States in 
1891, Mr. Pinchot visited studiously the 
forests of Arkansas, Arizona, Sierra 
Nevadas, Washington, Oregon and 
British Columbia. This was followed 
by work in the forest at Biltmore, with 
a view to forest management, till Mr. 
Pinchot went abroad again in April. 
1892. He returned in July of the same 
year to prepare the Biltmore and

In its present condition, the home 
must be the envy of every other Ma- 
sonic charity in the country. 

Ite physical situation is so beautt- 
ful as almost to reconcile the Mason 
into old and poor or sick. 

The building is in the midst of a 
beautiful park, surrounded by gnaried 
old live oaks, clambered over by fra- 
grant, profuse roses, redolent in the 
scent of flowers. In the distance, is the 
faded tile roof of the old San Gabriel 
Mission. The wonderful San Gairiel 
Valley, with its acres of rolling land, 
planted to orchards and vineyards, 
stretching awav in a beautiful vista. 

WAS SWELL HOTEL. 

In fact, the present home of the old 
Masons used to be a very swell tourist 
hotel. Tired-out old men and gqptle old 
ladies are housed in apartments that 
formerly were rented out at rates 
that made wealthy tourists duck and 
squirm. Pretty. nice place in which to 
be old and poor. 

It was built about twenty years ago 
during the first boom, and was the 
East San Gabriel Hotel. It is a model 
of hotel architecture, even now, with 
its broad, sweeping corridors, laun- 
dries, reception rooms, billiard halls, 
ballrooms, and bowling alleys. 

As it was then far away from the 

nearest car line, its tourist trade 
dwindled after the boom. It became a 
boys’ school; then a sanitarium, and 
endured various other adventures. 
years agvd, ihe Masons 
a thundering bargain. 
Today it is probably worth four times 
what they paid for it. The price they 
paid is almost a joke, 

The place was terribly dilapidated 
when it passed Into their hands. The 
furnishings were still there, but they 
were in a bad way. Gardens were over- 
gtown. Several thousands dollars were 
spent in completely overhauling it. 

The result is certainly charming. 

One of the first — done in the 
launching of the new institution was 
the employment of Assistant Superin- 
tendent Aiken of the Masonic Home 
in the north. Mrs. Aitken fs an attrac- 
tive young woman of worderful force 
and executive ability. She has “bossed” 
all that went to the upbuilding . 
the home from washing the dishes to 
building acetylene gas plants and dig- 
ging cesspools. 

The old lily pond. which had fallen 
into disuse and which was being used 
for hursery plants, was cleaned out, 
and the old fountain restored. It is 
now filled with handsome pond lilies; 
gold fish are darting all day through 
its waters. 


BEAUTIFUL GARDENS. 


* Hundreds of roses were planted: the 
lawn was fixed up and the vines re- 
twined. As a practical measure. large 
Vegetable gardens were planted: a 
cow was installed. The yield has been 
famous. 

The work has all brought forth mag- 
nificent results. There are no private 
grounds in Southern California  su- 
perior to these lawns among the 
oaks. One cf the unique bits of land- 
scape gardening is a vast Masonic 
embiem, the square ard compass, set 
in border flowers. 

Inside, the old hotel is neat and 
sweet as a New England kitchen. 

So far, there have been very few 
inmates—which is a tribute to the. pros- 
perity of the Masons and of Southern 
California. 

Most of the family are housed on 
the spacious second flocr. Here are not 
only the rooms of the men, but the 
women of the Eastern Star have fur- 
nished suites of rooms. 

E Angeles chapter has a 
suite and Pomona, Monrovia, Pasadena, 
Whittier and other outside cities have 


rooms. This home is not in any 
sense a Los Angeles affair, but 


former breakfast room of the hotel. 
The garden supplies them with the 
freshest and best of vegetables and 
fruit and dairy things. 

Those who live on che charity of the 
Masons at this home live wholesomely, 
but mighty well. 

Throughout the hotel, there are all 
of little secluded parlors and 
sunrooms and great wide porches 
where the old people may get by 
themselves and have privacy, the lack 
of which is the curse of most institu- 
tions. 

Phonographs have been donated and 
render entertainments for many a long 
evening. A car line now connects the 
city and the front door of the home. 

The fact is, a visit to the place sets 
one to make sneaking calculation as 
to the readiest way to become a can- 
didate for admission. 

It is an honor to the order of Ma- 
sonry that such care should be pro- 
vided for those Masons who have 
dropped out of the hard struggle. 

It richly deserves all the support 
that can possibly be given it. The 
fund proposed would not be a heavy 
tax on the thousands of Masons in 
Southern California. 

This home is not under the author- 
ity of the grand lodge, but an entirely 
independent affair. Owing to the fact 
that its inmates are so few, arrange- 
ments will probably be made to re- 
lieve the overcrowded condition of the 
home in the North. Persons sent here 
from the North, however, will be sup- 
ported by funds from there. 

The affairs of the home are in the 
hands of men and women, whose 
names are a guarantee to Masonry of

WORK AT BILTMORE. 

Following this work, and, the close 
of the world’s fair, Mr. Pinchot did 
other forest and land work at Bilt- 
more, and in Central Pennsylvania, ti 
December, 1898, when he opened an of- 
flee in New York City,*as a consulting 
forester. 

The spring and autumn of 1854 saw 
him at work again at the Biltmore and 
North Carolina forests, upied with 
large tracts of land. In the fall of 
1895, he Was a member of the jury on 
forestry at Atlanta. Then followed 
work as consulting forester of New 
Jersey, with lectures, writings,. etc. 

In April, 1896, he was named among 
the members of the Forest Commit- 
tee of the National Academy of Sci- 
ence, appointed at the request of the 
Secretary of the Interior, to advise 
him as to the treatment of the gov- 
ernment timber lands.

DRIVE PREMIUM SCHOOLS OUT 
OF BUSINESS. 


Los Angeles Association of Mando- 
lin and Guiter Teachers Waging a 
Crusade Againstt Certain Methods 
and Alleged Bribing cf Pupils—Pre- 
for Greatest Festival. 


the leadershin of C. 8S. De 
Lano, one of the best-known mandolin 
and guitar teachers and ec mposers in 
the country, the Los Angles Associa- 
tion of Mandolin, Guitar and Banjo 
Teachers, of whieh he it president, t« 
making a winning fight to drive out of 
Les Angeles not only whet the associ- 
ation calis«"‘fake mandolin schools,” 
but the special! premium schools of 
music, which were recently started by 
@ number of the big music dealers in 
this city. 

Naturaily there is discord tn these 
musical circles, and the narmonies of 
notes have been shattered by the in- 
harmonious circular issued by the as- 
sociation denouncing the methods of 
these schools. In this circular the as- 
sociation states that the man who of- 
fered 97-cent mandolins as a premium 
to join his schools, and “‘whe Is at the 
head of a veritable network of these 
schools cperating throuy ghout the 
larger cities of America,” has within 
elx years made over $1,000.0600 “out of 
th schools of graft.” This ig what 
the assiciation teachers say about 
theee schoolg: 

“There is hardly a city over a few 
thousand. population throyshout the 
United States and Canada that has not 
been ‘visited’ by one or more fake 
‘Mandolin Schools,’ which do not usu- 
ally stay in a city at one time longer 
than from two to six monthe, for their 
methods of graft are exposed and, 
therefore, they must ‘jag on’ to an- 
other town, sometimes opening under 
another rame, but conducting the 
same graft.” 

In Los Angeles there is especially a 
great number of young people inter- 
ested in the playing of the guitar 
and mandolin, and there are a number 
of clubs. In fact, it is said that this 
city is famed for the number and ex- 
cellence of its players on these mu- 
sical Spanish instruments, and can 
boast, in comparison to its population. 
more players of the guitar and man- 
dolin than any other in this country, 
with possibly the exception of New 
Orleans. 

Just now there is heartburnings and 
sadness among some playere, and ea- 
pecially among some of the “tndepen- 
dent" teachers, due to the fact that 
on October 24, next. there wili be given 
in the Temple Auditorium one of the 
béggest music festivals of stringed 
instruments ever held in this country. 
An orchestra of about 200 of the most 


expert teur plavers of the man- 
dolin, gWitar, banjo and harp is being 
formed, cbout 150 already being en- 


rolled and rehearsing—but the inde- 
pendent teachers are not to be allowed 
to participate, neither will their pu- 
pils. Only teachers belonging to the 
association and their pupils will take 
part 

When thd association recent! 
started in with its crusade to abol 
the premium schools, the Birkel Music 
Company, Brown Music Company and 
Southern California usic Company 
all ran such schools} in connection 
with their stores, giving as free pre- 
miums a mandolin, guitar or banjo 
to each pupil who agreed to take a 
certain number of lessons at about 50 
cents a lesson: generally forty lessons. 

But when the aasociaticn of local 
‘teachers was organized and began its 
crusade, these companies all finally 
gave un their schools. 

The Osborn School of Music was at 
that time conducting big classes un- 
der the premium system, offering, say 
membérs of the association, very cheap 
and poor instruments as ones costing 
$17.50 retafl. to get pups to join. 
This achool has since gone out of busi- 
ness, and the association is congratu- 
lating itself upon driving it out of 
the business.

At the Universalist services in Cum- 
nock Hall, yesterday, the pastor, Rev. 
C. Eliwood Nash, D.D.. spoke in behalf 
of the fact of human brotherhood. .e 
sald in part:

The funda- 
mentais of science have continually to 
be. reéstablished: the very'facts of ob- 
servation are often in debate between 

equally competent observers. Every 
political, social, and religious doctrine 
must then stand ready at all times to 
be challenged and to give an answer 
to those who deny its claims. 

“Some years ago Dr. Henson achieved 
a new prominence by boldly repudiat- 
ing the doctrine of the Fatherhood of 
God as a universal principle and the 
friends of that doctrine. felt called to 
muster anew to its defence and procla- 
mation. Perhaps Dr. J. Wilbur Chap- 
man, better known as an earnest 
evangelist than as an expert in thought- 
craft, will render a similar service by 
his rejection of the common faith that 
humanity ts one great fraternity.

“But is this doctrine given to us tn 

gospel? If not we should have to 
say: So much the worse for the gospel. 
One can not conceive a more fata! ad- 
mission, as regards the divine origin 
and moral sufficiency of Christianity, 
than would be the demonstration that 
human brotherhood is alien to It. 

“Now the settlement of this issue is 
to be effected not so much by citation 
of texts where the word brother or 
brethren is used in  universalistic 
way, as by pointing to the entire scope 
of the gospel and the pretensions an. 
mission of Christ. It was to the world 
as a whole, to humanity as such, that 
He came. His appeals, promises, warn- 
ings, inspirations were applied to men 
quite irrespective of varieties of per- 
sonal endowment or social position. He 
spoke to men men, and opened up 
to all alike the’revelation of their son- 
ship to the Eternal Father, and.their 
consequent possibilities and obligatipns. 
The note of favoritism, of arbitrary 
election, of caste, of division is“totally 
absent from his message—nay, is abso- 
lutely opposite to it. 

“On these two pillars we confidently 
rest the temple of.our faith: the known 
kinship and primary parity of human 
beings in the things that distinguish 
them as such: and the cosmic, Hmit- 
less character of the gospel as ad- 
dressed by the Creator to all His sub- 
jects, by the Father to all His off- 
spring. 

“The infidelity which may well give 
us concern, Is not the academic  ob- 
jection of the exegeiec, but practical 
repudiation implied in the practices of 
nations, the prejudices of races and 
classes, the pharisaisims of men every- 
where. The doctrine of universal 
brotherhood as a doctrine is in no dan- 
ger, but as & law of life needs continu- 
ally tq be elevated and enforced.”

Every time we learn a little — 
mastery, overcome a wrong tenden 
check otr selfishness, think one noble 
true thought, some kindly and 
noble thing, or d some great master 
thought for the advancement, the en- 
lightenment and the emancipation of 
mankind. we are surely addfng to our 
deposit of wealth which will be placed 
to our credit when we enter the other 
life. Much of this life we shall leave 
behind when~we 
prize and live die for here, will 
be less thar rubbish when we reach the 
other side, but our characters we shall 
take with us. All our self-mastery, all 
our realization and possession of the 
truth, afl our appropriation of the 
will and purpose of the infinite One, 
will be ours there to enrich and bright- 
en the city of the other life.

“sue RAISED. 
RYAW REPLIES 
TO PRESIDENT. 


NEBRASKAN OPPOSES NATIONAL 
GOVERNING LAWS. 


Deciares Control of by 
Such Process Means Centralization 
of Power and That State's Rights 
Would Be Doomed as Result of 
Greed. 


OMAHA (Neb.) Aug. 25.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] William J. Bryan is out 
with a reply to President Rooseveit’s 
Provincetown speech. 

“Control of the corporations by the 
enactment of national. governing laws 
means centralization of power,” says 
Mr. Bryan in his Commoner. “Central- 
ization of power means the doom of 
State's rights in the congestion of 
events arising from corporate greed.” 

Mr. Bryan then takes up the Presi- 
dent's speech wherein he favors na- 
tional incorporation of interstate cor- 
porations and says: : 

“Here Is the secret. It is out at last. 
The States are annoying the corpora- 
tions and the corporations demand 
Federal protection from State legisla- 
tion. The President thinks that action 
‘is not pressing as regards these cor- 
porations, which, because they are 
common carriers, exercise a quast- 
public function." The States have been 
enacting 2-cent fare laws and laws 
reducing freight rates and the railroad 
managers demand that they re- 


st from: further fear of such legis- 


ation. The President's. Hamiltonian 
ideas make him an eusy victim and he 
yields to the entreaties of the railroads. 

“If it was the public he sought to 
protect. he would reconimend Federal 
remedies which would not conflict 
with State remedies; but it is the rail- 
roads and not the public that demand 
the removal of authority at Washing- 
ton. The Democrats can be depended 
on to oppose with all their might this 
movement toward centrajization. 

“If any Democrat wavers, his consti- 
tuents should look into his business re- 
lations and see whether he is under 
obligations to-any railroad. A Hamil- 
tonian Republican like the President 
may honestly think that the further 
the government is removed from the 
people the better it will be, but a Jeffer- 
sonian. Democrat does not cherfsh any 
such delusion. Even the Hamiltonian 
Republican ought to hesitate to trust 
Congress with any more power while 
tnited States Senators are elected by 
Legislatures. It is fortunate that the 


people have hal an object lesson so re-, 


cently. The Federal law stopped passes 
and rebates, but the raflroags make 
more money than they did before. The 
States, on the other hand, gave the peo- 
ple a reduction in rates and these who 
are receiving the benefit will be slow 
to surrender the advantage thus far 
gained. 

“It is very doubtful whether the Re-, 
publican congressmen from the West 


will dare to support the President's; 


proposition, but if an attempt is made 
to put such a measure through Con- 
gress the Democrats will stand a good 
chance of retiring every Western Re- 
publican who votes for it. Let the 
Democrats present an unbrdken front 
on this vital proposition.”
